It is ordered to approve the Consent Agenda for the February 13, 2023, McCracken
County Fiscal Court.

BUDGET TRANSFERS

It is ordered that the necessary cash transfers, in the amount of $150,000.00 be
made in order to pay County bills and payroll approved February 13, 2023.

ACCOUNTS PAYABLE

It is ordered to approve the Voucher Claims Register from January 23, 2023, to
February 13, 2023, to show County bills in the amount of $665,828.02 were paid.

A. It is ordered to record the Executive Orders dated January 31, 2023, and
February 1, 2023, delaying the opening of the Courthouse due to hazardous
weather condition.
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It is ordered that the Treasurer is authorized to execute the Onsite Service
Agreement with Health & Wellness Professionals for biometric screening
events and pay travel fees of $60.00 per medical technician up to $180.00.

It is ordered that the Judge Executive issue a Request for Information (RFI)
from local providers of substance abuse services to aid in the decision-
making process for opioid settlement funds.

It is ordered that the Judge Executive issue a Request for Qualifications
(RFQ) for a Carson Park Master Plan.

It is ordered to pay the Industrial Development Authority (IDA) $25,000.00
for payment to Bacon Farmer Workman (BFW) for preparation of a RAISE
Grant.

It is ordered to approve the January Transient Room Tax in the amount of
$325,633.02 to be disbursed as follows:

It is ordered to pay the invoices listed below to Barkley Regional Airport
Authority for new terminal expenses, in the amount of $78,588.92. This
amount is one-half of the total invoices of $157,177.82 and is pursuant to
the Interlocal Cooperation Agreement dated August 28, 2021, between
City of Paducah, Kentucky, the County of McCracken County, Kentucky,
and the Barkley Regional Airport Authority.

Invoice Pay App 4 J dated 1/20/2023 $76,812.71.
Invoice MCFC013023 dated 1/30/2023 $1,766.21.

It is ordered to pay the invoice dated January 25, 2023, to PFGW for the
Sports Complex Project, in the amount of $206,194.50. This is pursuant
to the Interlocal Cooperation Agreement dated September 7, 2022,
between City of Paducah, Kentucky, the County of McCracken County,
Kentucky, and the Sports Tourism Commission. As per the Interlocal
Agreement, the City of Paducah pays half of the invoice to McCracken
County. Further, the Treasurer is authorized to transfer $103,097.25 from
the ARPA Fund to the Sports Complex Project Fund.
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It is ordered to pay McCracken County Youth Soccer Association $19,800
for Fiscal Year 2022-2023.

It is ordered that $40,200.00 be paid to Barkley Regional Airport Authority,
same being proceeds from Motor Vehicle Rental Tax for quarter ending
December 31, 2022.

It is hereby Ordered that pursuant to the monetary reimbursement
restrictions and calculations set forth in Section 246 of the Kentucky
Constitution and KRS sections 15.765 and 64.530, the salary of the
McCracken County Attorney is hereby adjusted to $55,864.12. The
present adjustment is conducted according to the conventional application
of the Consumer Price Index as adopted by the courts in Coleman v.
Hurst, 11 S.wW.2" 133 (Ky. 1928) and Mathews v. Allen, 360 S.W. 2d
135 (Ky. 1962) as communicated by January 23, 2023, correspondence
from the Commonwealth of Kentucky Office of the Governor, Department
of Local Government. This amount is subject to all legal deductions and
further orders of this court. This amount shall be retroactive to January 1,
2023.

It is hereby Ordered that effective January 1, 2023, the salary of the
Coroner be increased to $79,998.62. This adjustment is made pursuant
to the memorandum of the McCracken County Attorney dated January 14,
2022, and reflects the 6.5% increase in the Consumer Price Index as
communicated by the January 23, 2023, correspondence from the
Commonwealth of Kentucky’s Office of the Governor, Department of Local
Government and as provided in KRS 64.527 stating “...the annual rate of
compensation to which [these] elected officials are entitled.” This amount
is subject to all legal deductions and further orders of the court.

It is hereby Ordered that effective January 1, 2023, the salary of the
McCracken County Commissioners be increased to $29,918.98. This
adjustment is made pursuant to the memorandum of the McCracken
County Attorney dated January 14, 2022, and reflects the 6.5% increase
in the Consumer Price Index as communicated by the January 23, 2023,
correspondence from the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s Office of the
Governor, Department of Local Government and as provided in KRS
